These will be treated separately in another paper since they 
will require additional manpower and funding authorizations 
from the Bureau of the Budget. I feel that the Office of 
Computer Services ceiling authorization may be substantially 
below the level needed if they are to perform effectively 
those functions which they should perform as an Agency 
centralized computed support facility. However, analysis of 
their requirements over both the short and long term is being 
withheld until Agency policy in the computer field has been 
enunciated .
